The  Directors  of  the  Jews'  Hospital  submit  to  their  mem- 
bers their  Report  for  the  year  5620-21,  1860. 

By  reference  to  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  it 
will  be  perceived  that,  during  the  year  1860,  there  were  307 
applications  for  admission  to  the  Hospital, —

The  Directors  refer  the  members  to  the  annexed  account  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
during  the  past  year,  together  with  a  schedule  of  the  real  and 
personal  property  of  the  Hospital.  It  will  be  perceived  that 
the  Treasurer  has  on  hand  $1,624.89.  It  will  also  be  observed 
that  the  Directors  have  received  from  donations  during  the  last 
year,  exclusive  of  the  amount  realized  from  the  ball  and  ban- 
quet, the  sum  of  $594.06. 

The  ball  and  banquet  recently  given,  the  Directors  are 
happy  to  state,  was  a  complete  success,  and  from  it  was  realized 
the  handsome  sum  of  $9,800.00,  of  which  has  been  received 
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so  far  $8,721.81.  This  accounts  for  the  comparatively  large 
sum  in  the  Treasurer's  hands. 

The  number  of  members  who  have  paid  their  annual  dues 
amount  to  only  622,  while,  last  year,  674  members  paid,  thus 
exhibiting  a  loss  to  the  Hospital  of  $260.  This  is  the  more  to 
be  regretted  for  the  reason  that  some  new  members  have  been 
added  during  the  past  year ;  but,  unfortunately,  a  number  of 
the  old  members  have  refused  to  pay  their  yearly  subscription. 

The  Directors  are  happy  to  state  that  the  police  and  dietary 
regulations  of  the  Hospital  give  general  satisfaction, — no  com- 
plaints having  been  made  of  the  same  to  them  within  the  past 
year.  Reports  are  sometimes  spread  about  injurious  to  the 
Institution  and  its  officers,  but  in  all  cases  do  they  prove  ground- 
less on  personal  examination  of  the  workings  of  the  Hospital ; 
and  the  Directors  are  particularly  desirous  that  the  members 
should  judge  for  themselves  of  the  actual  condition  of  the 
Institution. 

The  Directors  have  invited  four  ministers  of  our  persuasion, 
viz. :  Rev.  Drs.  Raphall  and  Adler,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Isaacs 
and  Lyons,  to  pay  periodical  visits  to  the  Hospital,  and  who 
change  every  month,  for  the  purpose  of  administering  religious 
consolation  to  the  sick,  and  to  inquire  respecting  their  wants, 
their  care,  and  treatment ;  and  this  system  has  been  found  to 
work  admirably,  and  with  great  satisfaction  to  all  parties. 

The  new  system  and  regulations  of  the  Medical  and  Sur- 
gical Staff,  established  a  year  ago,  gives  general  satisfaction, 
and  in  its  practical  workings  has  been  found  to  be  of  infinite 
benefit  to  the  Institution. 

Great  praise  and  credit  are  due  to  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
Staff,  for  their  valuable  services,  gratuitously  contributed  to 
the  interest  of  the  Hospital,  and  for  the  time  and  attention 
bestowed  upon  the  patients  under  their  care. 

The  Directors  desire  to  express  their  satisfaction  of  the 
manner  in  which  Mr.  Raymond,  the  Superintendent,  has  dis- 
charged his  duties,  and  which  they  fully  appreciate ;  and  also 
bear  testimony  to  the  zeal  and  fidelity  in  the  manner  in  which 
Dr.  Teller,  the  House  Physician,  discharges  his  duties. 

In  conclusion,  the  Directors  submit  their  Annual  Report  to 
the  members  and  patrons  of  the  Hospital,  and  trust  that 


through  their  liberality  and  munificence  the  sphere  of  its 
usefulness  may  become  enlarged,  till  it  shall  have  attained  a 
position  fully  equal  to  all  the  wants  of  a  community  of  such 
growing  importance  as  ours.

REPORT  OF  VISITING  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Jews'  Hospital  in  New 
York: 

The  Visiting  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  rules, 
respectfully  report  to  the  Directors  of  the  Jews'  Hospital  that, 
during  the  year  1860  (5620-21),  they  have  held  fifty  meetings, 
and  had  under  their  consideration  307  applications  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Hospital,  of  which  number  269  were  admitted. 

The  applicants  who  were  refused  admission  was  in  conse- 
quence of  their  being  afflicted  with  malignant  or  contagious 
diseases,  and  known  to  be  incurable.  There  were  also  90  cases 
treated  outside  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  refer  the  Directors  to  the  very  able  and 
interesting  Report  of  the  Resident  Physician  and  House  Sur- 
geon, Dr.  Teller,  concerning  matters  of  general  interest,  by 
which  you  will  perceive  that  the  average  number  of  patients 
each  month  under  treatment,  during  the  year,  wras  31,  or  20 
per  cent,  larger  than  in  any  former  year;  the  average  per- 
centage of  the  deaths  is  a  fraction  over  7  per  cent.,  or  about 
4  per  cent,  less  than  in  the  other  Hospitals  in  this  city ;  and  the 
Committee  have  the  further  gratification  of  stating,  that  out 
of  this  small  percentage  40  per  cent,  died  from  diseases  where 
there  was  hardly  any  hope  that  they  could  be  cured ;  some 
have  died  in  a  few  hours  after  their  admission. 

Independent  of  the  good  achieved  by  the  Hospital  in  curing 
and  relieving  the  sick,  it  has  been  the  means  of  consoling  the 
suffering  and  dying  in  their  last  hours ;  and  your  Committee 
are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Ministers  who,  by  their  semi- weekly 
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and  weekly  visits,  not  only  alleviate  the  sufferers  by  spiritual 
consolation,  but  also  inquire  into  the  personal  comfort  and 
attention  of  the  patients ;  and  your  Committee  are  happy  to 
state  that,  during  the  past  year,  not  a  single  complaint  has  been 
reported  to  them.

The  cost  of  maintaining  a  patient,  although  depending  in  a 
great  measure  upon  the  nature  of  the  disease  and  the  treat- 
ment, exceeds  in  all  cases  the  sum  which  the  Directors  have 
named  as  the  minimum  price. 

The  following  persons  are  employed  in  the  Hospital,  viz. : 
one  Resident  Physician  and  House  Surgeon,  one  Superintend- 
ent, three  Nurses,  one  Cook,  and  three  Domestics. 

The  Executive  Committee,  in  closing  their  Annual  Report, 
cannot  but  congratulate  the  Directors  on  the  practical  workings 
of  the  Hospital.  The  alteration  in  the  Medical  and  Surgical 
Staff  gives  universal  satisfaction ;  the  Physicians  or  Surgeons 
on  -duty  have  never  absented  themselves  a  single  day  in  the 
year  ;  and  the  faithfulness  with  which  these  gentlemen  fulfill 
their  duty  at  any  hour  of  the  night,  commends  their  services 
to  the  grateful  acknowledgments  of  the  Board ;  the  officers  of 
the  Hospital  all  endeavor  to  discharge  their  duties  with  alac- 
rity and  fidelity  ;  and  it  affords  your  Committee  much  pleasure 
to  add  their  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Dr.  Teller,  who  is 
devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Hospital,  unwearied  in  his  exer- 
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tions  in  behalf  of  the  afflicted,  and  merits  and  deserves  the 
thanks  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Raymond,  the  Superintendent,  continues  indefatigable 
in  his  exertions  for  the  well-being  of  the  Hospital. 

The  wards  and  rooms  are  kept  clean  and  well  ventilated, 
and  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  patients  in  all  respects 
considered. 

Your  Committee,  in  conclusion,  trust,  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Supreme  Being  who  controls  the  destinies  of  nations 
and  individuals,  that  this  Institution  may  continue  its  sphere 
of  usefulness,  and  afford  protection  and  comfort  to  those  who 
may  seek  admittance  within  its  doors.

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 


The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  report  to  the  Direc- 
tors, that  the  total  receipts  from  all  sources,  during  the  year, 
amount  to  $15,817.29,  and  the  expenditures  during  the  same 
period  amount  to  $14,192.40,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  Treasury 
of  $1,624.89. 

The  Committee  refer  the  Directors  to  the  Report  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  showing  the  expenditures  under  the 
specific  charges ;  and  the  able  and  comprehensive  report  of  the 
House  Physician  and  Surgeon,  containing  matters  of  general 
interest  and  information. 

Your  Committee  would  again  call  the  attention  of  the 
Directors  to  the  suggestions  contained  in  their  last  report,  con- 
cerning the  establishment  of  a  permanent  fund,  the  interest  of 
which,  with  the  annual  dues  of  members,  would  be  sufficient 
to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Hospital,  thereby  dispensing  with 
their  appeals  to  the  public.  This  fund,  as  will  appear  in  the 
annexed  statement,  amounts  to  twenty-one  thousand  dollars, 
and  your  Committee  are  satisfied  that  an  additional  amount  of 
i  twenty-nine  thousand  dollars  would  place  the  Hospital  beyond 
the  necessity  of  appealing  to  the  public  for  the  necessary  means 
to  carry  on  the  Institution. 

Your  Committee  have  had  several  meetings  to  consider  the 
several  propositions  for  the  increase  of  the  permanent  fund. 
The  disturbed  state  of  the  country,  and  consequent  financial 
embarrassments,  have  prevented  your  Committee  to  mature  any 
plan  to  accomplish  this  desirable  object. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  submit  their  Report  to  the 
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Directors,  in  the  hope  that  the  Hospital  may  continue  its  use- 
fulness, and  attain  that  position  which  its  charity  entitles  it  to. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

I  annex  a  few  interesting  cases  which  have  been  success- 
fully treated  in  the  Hospital ;  and  trust  that  this,  my  first 
Annual  Report,  will  be  acceptable  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

DR.  S.  TELLER, 
House  Physician  and  Surgeon. 

Morris  Asch,  a  peddler  by  occupation,  was  taken  sick  on  his 
voyage  to  California,  and  sent  from  Aspinwall  to  New  York ;  and  on 
the  16th  of  July,  a  few  days  after  his  arrival,  was  admitted,  suffering 
from  typhoid  fever ;  was  so  ill  that  his  relatives  called  the  next  day 
and  inquired  if  he  was  dead.  His  power  of  speech  was  greatly 
affected, — in  fact,  nearly  lost.  He  could  only  express  his  wish  by 
signs,  and,  being  unconscious,  it  was  difficult  to  understand  what  he 
desired.  After  a  period  of  one  week,  with  extraordinary  care  and 
attendance,  the  patient  improved  so  as  to  articulate,  and,  in  a  fortnight 
after  his  admission,  he  was  able  to  leave  his  bed.  His  whole  system 
had  been  so  reduced  that  he  had  actually  to  learn  to  speak  and  walk, 
like  an  infant ;  but,  with  proper  attention,  he  regained  his  health,  and, 
on  the  21st  of  August,  was  so  far  restored  as  to  leave  the  Hospital. 

Julius  Peiser,  21  years  of  age;  by  occupation  a  tailor;  admitted 
July  18th,  suffering  from  an  hernia,  which  was  already  15  hours  stran- 
gulated ;  patient  had  all  the  symptoms  of  inflammation  of  the  strangu- 
lated part  of  the  bowels — a  disease  which  proves  fatal  in  a  few  hours. 
The  operation  was  successfully  performed ;  and  it  was  apparent  that  a 
delay  for  an  half  hour  would  have  been  fatal  to  the  patient.  In  two 
weeks  the  wound  healed  without  separation,  and,  on  the  21st  of  August, 
he  was  discharged,  cured. 

Jessie  Levy,  a  child  7  years  of  age,  admitted  16th  of  September, 
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in  an  exhausted  condition — the  effects  of  scarlet  fever — with  painful 
swellings  and  ulcerations  of  the  tonsils ;  she  improved  a  few  days 
after  her  admission ;  but,  having  ate  freely  at  dinner,  she  was  seized 
with  convulsions,  and  remained  very  low  for  some  time  ;  but,  with 
great  care,  she  regained  her  strength,  and,  on  the  28th  of  November, 
she  was  discharged,  a  bright  and  healthy  child. 

Abraham  Londoner,  by  occupation  a  peddler,  by  the  effects  of 
cold  lost  the  sight  of  his  right  eye,  which  was  affected  by  cataracts 
and  glaucomatous  disease.  It  was  doubtful  whether  his  eye  could 
be  saved  by  an  operation ;  but,  on  consultation,  it  was  determined  to 
make  it,  which  was  successfully  performed  on  the  23d  of  October  ; 
and,  on  the  13th  of  November,  the  patient  was  discharged,  with  the 
sight  of  his  eye  fully  restored.
